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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the  Church  and 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  of  it  as  an  educational 
institution,  Missouri  Valley  College  needs: 

1.  An  addition  of  $500,000  to  the  Endowment 
Fund. 

2.  A  new  dormitory  for  men,  and  another  dor- 
mitory for  women — a  companion  Hall  to  the  Louisa 
Campbell  Girls'  Dormitory. 

3.  A  Gymnasium. 

4.  A  Library  Building  for  our  library  which 
has  overrun  its  quarters.

ALUMNI  NOTES 


MARSHALL,  MISSOURI 


READ  THIS. 

The  class  of  1919  was  the  thirtieth  class  to  grad- 
uate from  Missouri  Valley  College.  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  nature  of  the  institution,  the 
inclination  of  its  faculty,  and  the  personality  of  its 
President,  impress  upon  students  the  quality  of  altru- 
ism. It  may  be  interesting,  therefore,  to  examine  the 
Alumni  roll  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  reaction 
of  the  College  on  the  lives  of  those  who  for  four 
years,  at  least,   received  instruction  here. 

During  the  first  fifteen  years  of  the  College  139 
students  received  their  degrees.  Of  this  number  39 
became  ministers,  6  entered  mission  fields,  34  entered 
the  profession  of  teaching,  7  became  lawyers  and  5 
physicians,  while  1  took  up  social  welfare  work. 

During  the  next  fifteen  years  229  received  their 
degrees.  45  of  these  became  preachers,  5  mission- 
aries, 110  teachers,  6  lav/yers,  3  physicians;  while 
4  took  up  some  form  of  social  work  not  properly  in- 
cluded in  the  other  professions. 

Summing  up  the  vocations  for  the  entire  thirty 
years — 350  have  graduated,  264  of  whom  have  entered 
professions,  as  follows:  83  ministers,  11  missionaries, 
144  teachers,  13  lawyers,  8  physicians,  and  5  social 
welfare  w^ork. 

Most  of  the  young  women  after  a  few  years  of 
professional  life  give  up  their  work  for  the  ''better 
part*'  of  home  making  and  maternity.  Nearly  every 
young  man  has  persisted  in  his  calling  to  the  present 
or  to  the  end. 

How  wide  and  how  mighty  is  the  influence  of  an 
institution   such   as   ours!

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THE  PASSING  OF  PETER  HAY  REA. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  Dr.  Black^s  address 
at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  P.  H.  Rea,  December  26th, 
1919,  who  died  on  December  24th,  1919,  at  the  age 
of  nearly  eighty,  and  after  nearly  thirty-two  years 
of  service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Missouri    Valley    College. 

As  we  have  been  sitting  and  standing  here  dur- 
ing the  services,  I  am  sure  eveiybody  has  been  im- 
pressed with  the  striking  of  the  chimes,  reminding 
us  that  time  pays  no  attention  to  our  sorrows  and 
our  joys.  It  goes  steadily  on,  marking  the  passage 
of  the  hours,  and  days,  and  years,  regardless  of  the 
emotions  that  crowd  our  hearts  and  make  our  pulse 
beat  fast,  or  sometimes  sluggish  with  dread.  Time 
has  been  usually  portrayed  as  an  old  man  with  a 
scythe,  but  to  me  he  seems  rather  to  be  young,  alert 
and  active,  who,  with  equal  pace,  regardless  of  human 
joys  and  sorrows,  keeps  steadily  and  athletically  on 
his  way. 

Thirty-one  years  ago  next  April  I  met  Bro.  Rea, 
and  these  thirty-one  years  have  been  years  of  close 
fellowship  between  us.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  which  originally  planned  for  the 
existence  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  its  choice  of  a 
President  and  the  outlining  of  its  policies  and  subse- 
quent improvements.  Now  that  he  is  gone,  there  is 
only  one  survivor  of  that  original  Board  of  Trustees, 
John  C.  Cobb  of  Odessa.  To  you  who  knew  Mr.  Rea 
so  well,  I  need  not  affirm  the  splendid  support  which 
he  has  given  me,  personally,  during  these  thirty-one 
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years,  nor  of  the  generosity  with  which  he  has  used 
his  money,  nor  of  the  pride  with  which  he  has  seen 
his  children  and  his  grandchildren  at  school  with  us. 
One  of  the  most  beautiful  incidents  in  the  history  of 
the  College  was  at  Commencement  last  spring.  He 
sat  on  the  stage  in  the  cap  and  gown  of  the  College 
official  and  delivered  to  his  granddaughter  the  hood 
when  her  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred.  It 
was  to  him  an  incident  of  pathos  and  of  pride,  and  to 
all  of  us  memorable  because  of  the  heart  and  the  his- 
tory that  were  represented  in  the  meeting  of  the  vener- 
able grandfather,  who  had  served  more  than  thirty 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  the  grand- 
daughter who  was  just  graduating  into  the  service  of 
life. 

This  large  concourse  of  friends,  in  which  men 
of  strong  business  standing  are  prominent,  this  wealth 
of  flowers,  and  this  beautiful  music,  the  presence  of 
Bro.  Harvey  Baker  Smith,  his  former  pastor,  of  Bro. 
Wharton,  another  former  pastor,  and  Bro.  Alexander, 
his  present  pastor,  and  other  ministers  and  so  many 
friends,  are  a  tribute  to  the  strength  and  splendor  of 
the  man  whose  body  is  now  silent  amongst  us. 

P.  H.  Rea  was  not  a  man  who  made  money  for 
the  sake  of  money.  He  made  much  money;  he  gave 
much  money;  but  money  was  not  his  pride.  His  joy 
was  in  the  sheer  sport  of  business,  of  looking  forward 
to  great  outcomes;  organizing  substantial  affairs,  and 
conducting  a  business  with  precision,  power  and  genius 
of  administration,  and  all  the  time  knowing,  loving 
and    helping   folks. 

There  are   two  very   notable   things  about   his 
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life  as  a  business  man:  First,  that  he  has  been  the 
leading  spirit  in  bringing  to  this  community  its 
greatest  enterprises  and  institutions.  Not  a  single 
worth  while  institution  has  come  to  Marshall  in  which 
he  was  not  a  leader.  His  genius  for  seeing  the  worth 
of  things,  his  enthusiasm  in  advocating  their  claims, 
and  his  generosity  in  giving  of  his  means  to  their 
support,  have  been  largely  instrumental  in  the  bring- 
ing of  railroads,  industries  and  schools  to  our  com- 
munity. 

The  second  thing  that  was  notable  about  him 
and  his  business  career  was  his  faith  in  men  and 
generosity  toward  them.  More  young  men  have  been 
financed  by  him  in  starting  business  in  Saline  county 
than  any  other  man,  I  suppose.  As  I  have  been 
going  about  over  the  county  during  thirty  years,  I 
have  been  constantly  running  across  men  who  at- 
tribute their  start  in  business  to  the  assistance  of  Peter 
H.  Rea,  who  had  let  them  have  money  and  sold  them 
goods  on  time  in  order  that  they  might  carry  forward 
their  business  and  get  started  in  life.  His  faith  in 
men,  his  friendship  for  m.en,  his  natural  impulses  of 
benevolence,  have  led  him  constantly  to  do  things 
like  this.  All  of  his  enterprises  were  not  in  the  larger 
form,  therefore,  but  much  in  the  way  he  helped  in- 
dividuals to  launch  their  business,  particularly  on 
the  farms. 

The  church  of  which  he  was  a  member  will 
miss  him,  of  course,  but  not  more  than  this  whole 
community  will  miss  him  as  the  man  of  vision,  of 
hope,  of  courage  and  enthusiasm.  When  I  have  gone 
with  him  during  financial  campaigns,    I   have  been 
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amazed  at  the  precision  of  his  judgment,  the  prompt- 
ness of  his  action,  and  the  enthusiastic  contagion 
of  his  example  and  personahty.  Withal  he  was  a  man 
who  loved  God  and  wanted  to  see  the  affairs  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  thriving  in  the  earth.  His  favor- 
ite passage  of  Scripture,  as  I  have  noted  on  several 
occasions,  was  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  John.  He 
lived  in  the  atmosphere  of  that  wonderful  prayer  of 
our  Lord,  and  the  spirit  of  unity  and  brotherhood, 
for  which  the  Master  prayed,  was  the  spirit  that  he 
cultivated  in  his  heart.  His  mind  was  no  local  mind. 
He  did  not  find  his  chief  interests  in  Marshall.  He 
loved  his  fellow  man  and  studied  the  interests  of  the 
whole  world.  Few  men  have  had  a  keener  interest  in 
all  the  Nations  involved  in  the  recent  war  than  he 
had ;  few  looked  forward  with  greater  confidence  to  the 
end  of  war  among  the  Nations  than  he  did.  He  was  a 
man  of  giant  mind,  courageous  enterprise,  vast 
human  symipathies  and  contagious  enthusiasm. 

A  few  years  ago,  when  they  were  building  the 
garage,  one  of  his  friends  remarked  to  me  that  'Teter 
H.  Rea  was  the  only  man  he  knew  who  would  have  the 
courage,  at  his  age,  to  undertake  on  a  large  scale  a 
new  business  enterprise."  The  success  of  that  enter- 
prise has  vindicated  his  judgment  as  well  as  illustrated 
one  of  the  prominent  traits  of  his  character,  i.  e., 
vision  and  enthusiasm. 

His  benevolence  has  been  great;  it  has  been  spon- 
taneous, unreserved  and  thoughtful,  but  his  greatest 
contribution  has  not  been  in  the  business  enterprises 
that  he  has  launched,  organized  and  maintained;  nor 
in  the  gifts  that  he  has  so  freely  and  wisely  bestowed, 
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but  in  the  children  that  have  been  trained  up  in  the 
sanctity  and  atmosphere  of  his  home,  and  under  the 
splendid  spirit  and  example  of  himself  and  his  wife, 
who  has  seconded  him  with  unstinted  love  and  loyalty, 
have  gone  out  to  be  a  blessing  in  other  parts  of  the 
world.  To  her  and  those,  all  of  whom  are  present, 
there  will  go  out  universal  sympathy  and  gratitude. 
In  1918  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  called  for  an 
organic  union  of  the  Protestant  Evangelic  Churches 
of  this  country.  The  call  was  answered  by  eighteen 
denominations,  which  gathered  at  Philadelphia  in  a 
Conference  in  December,  1918.  An  Ad  Interim 
Committee  was  appointed,  representing  the  various 
denominations,  to  prepare  a  plan.  That  Committee 
has  had  several  meetings,  is  a  very  representative 
Committee,  and  the  plan  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  Coun- 
cil which  is  called  to  meet  in  the  Witherspoon,  build- 
ing, Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  February  4,  5,  and  6,  1920, 
at  which  time  it  is  probable  that  a  decision  will  be 
reached  by  which  closer  relations,  and  therefore 
less  friction,  will  be  possible  between  the  leading  de- 
nominations of  this  country.  Dr.  Black  is  a  member 
of  the  A.d  Interim  Committee. 


Dr.  Black  has  been  engaged  to  supply  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Kansas  City  on  Sundays 
until  Easter.  The  pastor,  Dr.  Isett,  has  resigned  to 
accept  work  in  the   Interchurch  World  Movement. 


The  Southern  Presbyterian  Church    Committee 
on  Organic  Union  with  our  church  will  hold  its  first 
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meeting  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  January  21,  1920. 
It  begins  to  look  encouraging  for  the  union  of  the 
Southern  and  Northern  Presbyterian  Churches. 


Now  that  the  war  is  over  the  World  Conference 
on  Faith  and  Order  is  speeding  up.  The  interest  of 
the  foreign  churches,  including  the  Holy  Orthodox 
Eastern  Church,  has  been  specially  encouraging. 
At  a  recent  meeting  in  New  York  arrangements  were 
made  for  a  preliminary  Conference  which  is  to  be 
held  next  August  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  This  Con- 
ference will  prepare  the  program  and  block  out  the 
way  for  this  great  significant  movement.
